Trustees Will Adopt 


County Speed Plan 


About fifty serious-minded 
business 
men and tax-pnyers of Covina city, all 
living within the limits of-,tho city,, 
gathered In the rooms of the Covina 
city council Thursday night, to dis­ 
cuss with the city trustees, the ques­ 
tion of the regulation of traffic on the 
boulevards, and to see if possible what 
could be done toward allaying the In­ 
tense feeling which has been engen­ 
dered In the city because of the en- 
forcment 
of the 
speed 
ordinance. 
The 
citizens 
felt 
that 
something 
should be done at once, and they pro­ 
ceeded 
to take the matter up with 
the city council without any use of 
oratory, and In the quietest and moat 
business-like manner. 


It was a meeting composed wholly 
of solid citizens, with no mountebankB 
or windjammers 
present 
to 
becloud 
the Issue. 


F O L L O W THR COUNTY 
PLAN. 
During tho evening the 
assembled 
men and the members of the 
board 
of 
trustees 
thoroughly threshed 
out 
the question ns to how tho speed or­ 
dinance 
should 
be 
enforced 
in

Every seat In the Woman's club 
house at Baldwin Park was occupied 
on Tuesday night, when a mass meet­ 
ing of the property-holders was held 
under the auspices of the chamber 
of commerce, for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing the matter of Incorporating 
the locality into a city of the sixth 
class. 
Arguments for and against 
becoming a city were heard from a 
large number of ranchers and busi­ 
ness men, and the discussion seemed 
about evenly divided into sides.' W. 
P. Moore, who Is connected with the 
Baldwin Park Lumber Company, was 
In the chair. 


D. J. Shultls, postmaster of Baldwin 
Park, and one of the prominent prop­ 
erty holders, made the opening ad­ 
dress, and Identified the property and 
territory proposed for incorporation 
from a map which had been drawn. 


Mr. Shultls stated at the outset that 
he hoped that all persons Interested 
would voice their opinions, and if any 
rancher or property holder wished to 
be left outside the proposed incorpora­ 
tion, he wished to know It, In order 
that the lines might be re-drawn. The 
map, he said, was only drawn as a 
temporary affair, and that the lines 
would 
probably be changed 
many 
times before the question was put to 
nn election. 


Pearl Roberts, a rancher, was one 
of the first to register his objections 
to the proposed incorporation, and 
stated that he did not understand why 
so much of the San Gabriel river land 
was included In the boundaries. He 
thought It was queer that the incor­ 
poration should Include the big hog 
ranch which Is situated In the San 
Gabriel riverbed. 
Mr. Shultls then 
rehearsed the question of the hog 
ranch, and during the evening talked 
several times about this big industry 
of 28,000 hogs, which the citizens of 
the locality object to so strenuously. 
Mr. Shultls stated that he had had 
several conversations with Col. Dur- 
bln, the manager of this great hog 
ranch, and inasmuch as Durbln said 
was getting tired of fighting the citU 
zens on the question, he had express­ 
ed himself as willing to have the hog 
ranch Included In the proposed Incor­ 
poration, thereafter, to be regulated 
by such ordinances as the city might 
see fit to pass. 


The subject of the nuisance caused 
by the big hog ranch became one of 
general discussion. 
S. M. Walker, 
who owns the domestic water system 


short talk In favor of incorporation 
was also made by Dr. J. Locher, pres­ 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce. 


A summary of the meeting might be 
said to be that there are quite a num­ 
ber who object altogether to Incor­ 
poration, others who are In doubt, and ' 
quite a number- including merchants 
and public citizens who are anxious 
to take the step for the benefit of 
Baldwin Park's future.

"want a police officer you pay him whatever you see fit. to pay. The 
city recorder, who handles all court cases for a city of the sixth daps, 
may he paid according to Ihe number of cases which lie handles, 
or he may be pair] a. salary, just, exactly as the city council may see 
fit, to draw the wording of the ordinance. 


The city clerk is paid a regular salary, which in n small city of 
1 his class is very small; in (,'ovina, for instance, it is 
fifteen 
dollars 
per month. 
The city treasurer gets one per cent, of the money paid 
into tin; city treasury, which is his method of getting his salary. 
If 
you have a, street, superintendent in such a small city, lie is paid for 
his labor, and it, amounts to merely a question of paying for work 
done... You can spend a little or spend a lot, just as your city council 
is pledged to do. When you elect the city council, yon can stipulate 
1o them that it, is io lie a conservative lerm, or yon can elect them 
with the understanding that they are to spend a lot of money. 
They 
. can only spend what, the taxes bring in, however. 


The valuation of your property is made by your city assessor, w h o 
generally follows the figures laid down in the assessment books of* 
the county. 
You can instruct him to increase the valuation, or you 
can instruct him to keep it just where the county has.put. it. 


If the rpicstion of bonding the district, comes up', it is a matter 
which is decided at. a general election, and y o u can vote it down, or 
vote it in, according to the majority. 
A city of the sixth class need 
not spend one cent, more than what is derived from general taxation 
if it does not. want to do so. 


Street work may be done, in two ways or more. 
One w a y is to 
take advantage of the Vroomnn A c t in California, and charge for the 
work done at a certain sum per front foot along the properties abutt­ 
ing on the improvement, with a graded charge going back from the 
abutting property. 
This is a simple transaction between the property- 
holder and the contracting road-builders, with the city as sp'onfior 
Before this work can be advertised or beguiuift a n y way, there must 
be two-thirds of the property affected in favor of it. 
Therefore, the 
people order in their own improvements by petition. 


Incorporation, especially in California, is the first vital step for 
progress. 
The history of all small communities in the state 
beam 
out 
this statement. 
The thing to avoid, is not to incorporate too 
small a territory. 
This brings grief in after years, and retards the 
city's growth like a small jacket on a growing boy.

In a statement, addressed to national banks, sent out by the comp­ 
troller of the currency department, a significant piece of information 
is contained, concerning the policy of the department with 
respect 
1o bonds deposited by nntionnl banks as security for tlieiij circulation, 
and which arc selling below par. Kead it. It is as follows: 


" S o far ns the government is concerned, the banks may continue 
io return the 2 per cent, bonds at par in the statements they make to 
the comptroller. 
This policy will 
continue 
unless 
somei 
material 
change in conditions slionld compel the adoption of another course. 


" W h i l e t h e law confers the discretionary power on t h e comptrol­ 
ler of the currency to call for additional security when the bonds arc 
below par, it is not his intention to call upon the hanks for additional 
security, nor is it his intention to require the hanks to charge off 
the present nominal depreciation below par of the 2 per cent, b o n d s . " 


The secretary expressed the opinion that " i t is folly for any bank 
Io sell government 2's at a sacrifice because of any apprehended leg­ 
islation adverse to government 
bonds, as no such legi.-s'iit ion 
will 
result. 
In the 124 years of its existence the government 
lias kept 
faith scrupulously with its creditors, and it is not going to change 
its honorable character now. 


" I f the necessities of any bank oblige it to sell bonds at depressed 
prices, that, of course, is another matter—a matter solely for the bank 
Io determine." 


The secretary said that "not, only hud nothing occurred to impair 
the value of the 2 per cent, bonds, but that the amendment 
already 
adopted by the Banking and Currency Committee of the Mouse en­ 
hances their intrinsic worth. 


" 1st. 
Because the banks and all other holders of 2 per cent, bonds 
are given a privilege, not now possessed, of e x c h a n g i n g the 2's for M's. 
without the circulation rights, at. the rate of 3 per cent, per annum of 
their holdings, present or hereafter acquired. 
So long as they do not 
make the exchange, they may retain or sell and buy the 2 per cent, 
bonds and exercise the circulation privilege attached thereto. 


" 2 n d . 
At. the end of 20 years the government will pay at par and 
interest all 2 per cent, bonds which at that, time remain outstanding. 
Jn view of the fact that the 2's have no date, and are payable after 
15)30 only at the option of the government, the definite promise of 
payment,art the end of 20 years is distinctly beneficial to the ladders 
of the 2 per cent, bonds. 


" I n regard to statements sent out from N e w York to the effect that 
if the currency bill shall pass and government deposits are put in the 
Federal Reserve Hanks, the 2 per cent, bonds HOAV used to secure de. 
posits will bo thrown upon the market and their value thereby impair­ 
ed, as only #1:1,900,000 of the 2's out of a total of !Ji7M.SS2.l:t0 arc 
used to secure government deposits, it can be readily seen how trivial 
this is. If these bonds are not used to secure deposits, they can be 
used for additional circulation. 


" T h e department has, because of its relation to the banks and its 
necessarily Important part in the Huaucial affairs of the country, a 
deep interest in the welfare of the banks, in the stability of the finan­ 
cial situation, and in a continuance of the prosperity now attaching 
to agricultural and industrial enterprises and general business. 


" F o r these reasons, I trust that tin- banks will not consider these 
suggestions as impertinent. 
In many quarters there is a disposition 
on the part of the banks to restrict legitimate credits. 
Ther<- is no­ 
thing in t h e situation to warrant such a course. 
The banks should 
not put undue restraint on business. 
Should any unusual stringently 
appear, it van easily he met through resort to the $f>0i>.iu>0.0(Ml Knie 
gency Currency now held in reserve, which can be issued if 
banks need it or by use of the resources of the treasury departm 
or both. 
' 


" I n conclusion, I wish to say with emphasis that there is not goWg 


to be any financial trouble, and that the large crops n o w in prospect 
are going to lie moved witjtd.nt difficulty; and that the powers of the 
department will be exercised, in their greatest amplitude, for the 
protection of the business interests of the country."

i.illy discerning readers. 
Thus In a 
..•view of Richard Grant White's edi- 
.iii of Shakespeare, Lowell remarked 
•icidciitully: 


"To every 
commentator 
who has 
vaiitoiily tampered with the text or 
.iiisciired it with bis Inky cloud of para- 
iinise we feel inclined to apply the 
uailrlsy liable name of the brother of 


kins; of Sparta. 
Professor l'elton of Harvard, we are 
told, was the first to remember or dis 
over that the name of Agls* brother 
v\us Eudamidus. 


\ more opaque mystification Is con 
tallied in a passage in the first chapter 
jf Nathaniel 
Hawthorne's "Our Old 
Home"—opaque only because he pur­ 
posely seeks ,to conceal every clew to 
the fact that a pun Is burled beneath 
the surface. 


The chapter Is beaded "Consular Ex­ 
periences." Speaking of the lights and 
shadows of the consul's office at Liver­ 
pool, where he was stationed during 
the 
presidency of Franklin 
Pierce, 
Hawthorne dwells with 'special pleas­ 
ure on" the visits of a young English 
friend, "a scholar and literary amateur, 
between whom and myself there sprang 
up an affectionate and, I trust, not 
transitory regard." 


This friend used to come and sit or 
stand by the Hawthorne fireside, "with 
such 
kind endurance of the many 
rough republicanisms wherewith I as­ 
sailed him and such frank and amiable 
assertion of all sorts of English preju 
dices and mistakes, that I understood 
bis countrymen Infinitely the better for 
him and was almost prepared to love 
the lntensest Englishman of them all 
for bis sake. It would gratify my cher­ 
ished remembrance of this dear friend 
It I could remind him without offend­ 
ing him, or letting the public know It, 
to introduce his name upon my page. 
Bright was the illumination of my 
dusky little apartment as often as be 
made his appearance there. 


The casual reader never suspects 
that Hawthorne has deftly accomplish 
ed his purpose. It does not occur to 
him that Bright, the apparent adjective 
that so cunningly begins a sentence 
and therefore achieves the right to a 
capital initial, may be alternatively 
read as a proper noun. 


Henry A. Bright was, in fact. Haw 
thorne's only intimate friend in Liver­ 
pool. He was a man of wealth and po­ 
sition in that town, a dilettante who 
bad published for his own amusement 
a 
botanical 
manual, "The English 
Flower Garden." With Hawthorne be 
would frequently call upon the local 
bookseller, Henry Young, making use 
of a little nook in the rear of tbe shop 
to examine and discuss the recent pub­ 
lications. This came to be known as 
Hawthorne's corner. 


There Is a story told about Sydney 
Smith that represents him as carrying 
a concealed pun into the pulpit with 
him. 
Tbe most familiar version is that 


tell 
ng In 


Yorkshire, Sydney willingly 
assisted 
his brethren in that neighborhood In 
their clerical duties. 
On one occasion 
he dined with the incumbent on the 
preceding 
Saturday. 
The 
evening 
passed in great hilarity, the squire, 
Kershaw by name, being conspicuous 
by his loud enjoyment of the visitor's 
Jokes. 


"I am very glad that I have amused 
you," said Sydney Smith at parting, 
"but you must not laugh at my sermon 
tomorrow." 


"I should hope I know the difference 
between here and a church," remarked 
the squire a little tartly'perhaps. 
"I'm not so sure of that" 
"I'll bet you a guinea on i t " 
"Take you." said the divine. 
Next day the preacher ascended the 
steps of the pulpit apparently suffering 
from a severe cold, with bis handker­ 
chief to his face, and at once sneezed 
out the name "Kershaw V several times 
In various Intonations. This Ingenious 
assumption of tbe, readiness-with which 
a man would recognise his own name 
In sounds unintelligible to the ears of 
others 
proved 
accurate. 
The poor 
squire burst Into guffaw, to the scan 
dal of the congregation. The minlstei

What is soluble? Sugar In water? 
That's easy, although you have to be 
born In Kentucky to perform the trick 
in the mint Julep trade. 
* 


Is glass soluble in water? 
Offhand 
we say no. We are wrong. It is. You , 
can try it yourself. 


Take an ordinary eight ounce water 
glass, a glass that holds eigtit ounces, 
grind it up to a powder and pour the 
powder into another glass full of water 
and stir it up. Then analyze i t or, If 
this is above you, take it around the 
corner to a man who can, and he will 
tell you, and with truth, that the wa­ 
ter In that glass bad actually dissolved 
3 per cent of the glass powder. 


Glass is soluble, nearly as soluble as 
bichloride of mercury. 


Everything 
is 
soluble 
In water. 
Furthermore, everything in the uni­ 
verse is soluble in everything else in 
the universe. That Is what they are 
telling us now, and the men who tell 
us can perform an astonishing experi­ 
ment right before your eyes to make 
you more than half believe them. 


They take a bar of gold and a bar of 
lead. They lay one bar on top of the 
other. Then they sit around and smoke 
cigars and wait. Bay a year. Then they 
take the two bars and analyze them 
chemically. In the gold bar they find 
lead. In the lead bar they find gold. 
Gold and lead are soluble In each other. 


IX you haven't time to wait a year to 
find out, tbe trick can be performed in 
much shorter time. All that has to be 
done is to raise the temperature of the 
two bars to a very ordinary heat—say 
800 or 400 degrees F. With this added 
heat the same results are reached over­ 
night Traces of gold are found all the 
way tbrougb tbe lead bar and vice 
versa. 


Tbe theory is that all substances, 
whether gold or butter or leather, are 
really composed of the smallest kind 
of small particles—about the size of the 
particles making up the tail of the late 
lamented comet which were described 
as the elemental essence of nothing­ 
ness. 
These particles, which are as 
much bigger than an atom as a moun­ 
tain compared to a mouse, are in mo­ 
tion, revolving round each other faster 
than thought much the same as the 
planets revolve round the sun. 


If our microscopes were big enough a 
chunk of gold would appear to our 
eyes much the same as a fly hopper 
full of files (tbe kind of hoppers they 
keep In the cheese department of a 
country grocery store in August). The 
particles are buzzing and jumping 
much the same as these flies. 


When a bar of gold comes In contact 
with a bar of lead their respective re­ 
volving buzzing particles get together 
and get acquainted. 
They go explor­ 
ing and are lost, and before long, in­ 
stead of having a bar of pure lead and 
a bar of pure gold we have two bars 
of alloyed metals. 


This discovery has upset all sorts of 
scientific calculations. If everything Is 
soluble In everything else—and scien­ 
tists can go on duplicating the gold- 
lead example without end—how cad 
anything exist in a pure state? It can't 
Chemists 
dispense 
chemicals 
under 
tbe label "C. P." or "chemically pure," 
but if a Dr. Wiley got after them on 
the strict letter ot the new theory he 
would send them ail to jail, because the- 
chances are thnt nil alleged pure cbea> 
Icals bave absorbed a little of every­ 
thing tbey came In contact with in 
the process, 9t theb; manufacture^ «t*. 


Analytical chemists of this day have 
to take into account the amount ot 
glass any given 
solution 
contains, 
when tbey are testing that solution in 
test a tube. 
Otherwise their results 
wouldn't count for anything. 


This discovery suggests an explana­ 
tion of that mysterious element in out­ 
door life, scent 
How can a bound 
trace his quarry? 
Everything a man 
touches dissolves a little of him. \fhen 
bis foot falls on tbe ground he leaves 
a trace of himself. 
In warm weather 
or In wet weather he leaves s bigger 
trace than In cold or dry weather. A 
bound follows a damp trail. 
Usually 
his sense of smell Is not acute enough 
to follow a dry tralL 


The suggestion that s fngttrve pur­ 
sued by a bloodhound actually dis­ 
solves a few particles of himself every 
time bis foot touches the ground, just 
as though he were a lump of sugar in 
water, sounds fanciful, but it Is ap­ 
pearing more and more reasonable ID

SENTENCES TWO ATTORNEYS FOR CONTEMPT

Once, not long ngo, a clubwoman, I 
who spoke before a local audience, 
went away afterwards to her home In 
a distant town, and said that "Covlna 
is the dullest little town in all the 
world," 


But she should have been In Co- 
vina on Wednesday afternoon, 
when 
City Recorder H. N. Wells fined one 
attorney for contempt, and ordered 
another to Jail for one day, creating 
an excitement In the big crowd around 
the court-room that almost precipitat­ 
ed a riot. 
Dull town? 
Shucks! Lots 
going on here. 


The intensity of feeling was caused 
through the trial of a speeding case, 
when Jerome Reynolds, an Irwlndale 
rancher and who is secretary of the 
Covlna Valley Farmers' Club, appear­ 
ed to answer to the charge of exceed­ 
ing twenty miles an hour on the San 
Bernardino road. 
Jerome Reynolds is 
a young man, very well thought of In 
the Covlna valley, and known as a 
conservative and law-abiding citizen, 
but the speed officer arrested him and 
testified later that Jerome's machine 
was travelling 
faster 
than 
twenty 
miles. 


The case was only one In a long 
series of cases that have been brought 
before Recorder 
Wells. 
Prominent 
ranchers and business men have been 
lined tor speeding and for having muf­ 
flers 
open on their automobiles and 
motorcycles. 
The objections to the 
crusade have been growing stronger 
day by day, until a large number of 
the citizens of Covlna and the sur­ 
rounding 
country 
had become 
thoroughly 
Indignant 
at what 
they 
felt was an undue amount of activity 
in the matter 
of 
enforcing the city 
ordinance. 
Recorder Wells has been 
the target for this wrath, as he Is 
the man who imposes the fines, and 
no amount of argument to the effect 
that the city council Is responsible 
and not the city recorder, who Is only 
an employee, seemed to be of avail 
with the people. 


The excitement crystallised into the 
circulating of a recall 
petition for 
Wells, the work being done largely by 
members of the Covlna 
Commercial 
Club, an organization which is active 
in the matters of civic welfare local­ 
ly. 
Mass mootlngs have been 
held, 
and the city recorder, who Is also Jus-

Then on top of the accumulating 
wrath, came the news of the arrest 
of Jerome 
Reynolds 
for 
speeding. 
Reynolds is fortunate In having two 
attorneys-at-law ns brothers-in-law, 
arid I hey were both visiting at Orange 
Crest ranch, the Reynolds home, at 
the tlmo of the arrest. 
One of them, 
Attorney Newlan Coukllng of Mis­ 
souri, and one of the counsel for the 
Santa Fo railroad In tho Kansas City 
district, had just been married to Mr. 
Reynolds' sister, 
M I S B Ryrd Reynolds, 
and Intended to start on his honey­ 
moon Thursday, but ho postponed his 
trip for a day or two, in order to be 
present when IUB brother-in-law's case 
came up. The other brother-in-law Is 
Attorney 
James A. 
Taylor, counsel 
for tho stato auditor of Missouri. 
, 
TUB SCENE IN COURT. 


On 
Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 
o'clock, Judge Wells called the Rey­ 
nolds case. 
Attorneys Conkllng at*d 
Taylor wore present, Mr. Taylor rep­ 
resenting 
Reynolds, 
while 
Conkllng 
was merely present aa a spectator. 
Another distinguished 
spectator was 
Madamo Ellen Beach Yaw, the famous 
prima donna soprano, whose home Is 
In Covlnn, and who was a passenger 
in the automobile when Reynolds was 
arrested. 
Still 
another 
Interested 
spectator was Elsbery W, Reynolds, 
uncle of Jerome 
Reynolds, and the 
publlshor of the Harold Bell Wright 
books, such ns "The Winning of Bar­ 
bara Worth," "Tho Shepherd of tho 
Hills," und others. 


Tho sliced officer, Claude V. Oian- 
nerman. testified to the rate of speed 
the 
machiiui was travelling. 
Then 
Recorder Wells made the statement 
that he had been personally Investi­ 
gating the case and had not round 
(sufficient evidence to hold young Rey­ 
nolds on the charge. The justice then 
directed his attention to Attorney Tay­ 
lor. 


It seems that Rocorder Wells hud 
been Informed that Attorney 
Taylor 
had been actively engaged In circu­ 
lating the 
recall 
potltkut 
against 
Wells, during the two days preceding 
the trial. 
The recorder 
evidently 
thought this activity called for a re­ 
buke, inasmuch as It seemed strange 
that an attorney woul'd bo active in 
the recall of a Judge Just befort) com­ 
ing Into court to try a case 
before 
him. 
The words of tho Judge to tho 
young attorney were caustic. 


He said: 
REBUKED BY THE COURT. 


"It will not be necessary for coun­ 
sel to 
cross-examine 
the 
witness. 
Neither does the court desire any evi­ 
dence on the part of the defense.. 


Before calling this case, the court 
was informed of certain acts on the 
part of counsel for defendant, which 
were calculated to prejudice the court 
against his client. 
Therefore, the 
court 
carefully 
considered 
whether 
It would be proper to hear this case, 
and, with this in mind, made inde­ 
pendent Investigation, and has decid­ 
ed that the evidence is Insufficient to 
hold defendant. 


"It Is extraordinary Indeed that an 
attorney of the standing and exper­ 
ience of counsel for defendant should 
have been guilty of such gross Impro­ 
priety. 
The court may well 
forgive 
the error of a layman, but Buch con­ 
duct on the part of an attorneya-at- 
law Is Inexcusable. 
If the case be 
dismissed, his conduct has made It 
appear that the court has been Intim­ 
idated; while If the defendant be con­ 
victed. It appears that the court has 
stooped to vent personal spite. 


"Such conduct not only Incites dis­ 
respect for courts, but Is a disgrace 
to tho profession of law, and Is a pos­ 
itive indecency on the part of an at­ 
torney who Is guilty of It. This court 
has never before, and It Is hoped that 
It may never again, witness such a dis­ 
regard for propriety upon the part 
of an attorney-at-law." 


Immediately after 
tho court 
had 
ceased talking, Attorney Taylor rose 
to his feet and addressed the court. 
The court evidently thought that the 
young attorney was about to reply to 
the reprimand, and having his own 
Ideas about court propriety, 
refused 
to allow the attorney to talk, and told 
him to sit down. 
This Taylor did not 
do. 
The court then told him that If 
he didn't sit down he (Wells) would 
have the constable make 
him sit 
down. 
Then the court fined Taylor 
twenty-five 
dollars for contempt of 
court. 


Then up rose Attorney 
Conkllng 
and 
addressed 
the court. 
Conkllng 
told the court that he considered It 
out of the court's Jurisdiction to re­ 
fuse 
to allow 
Attorney 
Taylor 
to 
speak. 
He called It a cowardly act 
on the part of the court. 
Judge Wells 
then fined Attorney Conkllng twenty- 
five dollars for contempt. 


"Oh, make It a hundred," was the 
substanco of what Conkllng said, and 
he approached the Judge, and tapped 
him several times on the shoulder, re­ 
peating his claim that the court had 
no right to take such an action. 


Wells then ordered Conkllng 
into 
jail for one day on contempt of court. 
Conkllng was taken from the court, 
room by Constable 
Saunders, 
while 
the 
crowd 
hooted 
and yelled and 
tagged along after, making threats of 
vengeance. 
The crowd was In a very 
ugly mood, as they seemed to all bo 
partizans of Attorney 
Conkllng and 
Attorney Taylor. 


Attorney Taylor made a speech to 
tho crowd outside the court room, and 
tho crowd cheered madly. 
Conkllng 
was taken up the street by Constable 
Saunders, but the attorney asked to 
be allowed to telephone to Los An­ 
geles, and he was taken to the front 
office of the Home Telephone Com­ 
pany. 
There he telephoned to the 
counsel for the Santa Fe railroad who 


1B 
Bltuated in Los Angeles, and re­ 
ceived the assurance that If he need­ 
ed an attorney the Santa Fe man 
would com© out. 
Conkllng was de­ 
tained In the telephone 
office 
until 
about 6 o'clock, when he was allowed 
to go to his brother-in-law's home at 
Orange Crest ranch. 
He was not at 
any time put In the city Jail.. 


A MISUNDERSTANDING. 
The precipitation of the contempt 
proceedings 
was evidently 
brought 
about through a misunderstanding on 
the part of the court, who thought, 
when Attorney Taylor rose to his feet 
the first time that tho attorney was 
going to reply to tho reprimand which 
had been administered. 
It may have 
been that this was the attorney's in­ 
tention, but he also wished to ask 
the court to have the case of Reynolds 
reinstated, although it had been dis­ 
missed. 
Attorney 
Tnylor had with 
him additional evidence, in the shape 
of the docket of the Pomona Justice's 
court, which contained the records of 
a case wherein one Claude V. Gran- 
nerman had been arrested, tried and 
convicted of the crime of petty lar­ 
ceny "In the Pomona court. 
firnnner- 
liiiin had entered a plea of "guilty" to 
thiB charge. 
This evidence the attor­ 
ney wished to Introduce in order to 
Question Grannermnn'H title to a char­ 
acter of "truth and veracity." 
Gran- 
neriiinu Is the speed officer who ar­ 
rested Reynolds. 


Not being allowed to introduce this 
testimony, Attorney Reynolds showed 
the docket to tho crowd outside the 
court 
room, and whoa they 
learned 
the uatureof the evfdence, they were 
In a very ugly mood.

followed him, crying, "Kill the speed 
cop."

poisoning case that occupied the at­ 
tention of the world for a time, and 
which, after two trials, resulted in a 
hung Jury. 


Attorney Conkllng also has another 
lawyer brother, Marvin Conkllng, who 
Is now In El Centre, and who was 
formerly an assistant district attorney 
of Los Angeles county.

text books which will be used in the 
schools during the coming term.

system of checking each book must 
be gone through.

teachers have been spending several 
weeks «.t this work, 


Last month was a record-breaker in 
the number of school text books man­ 
ufactured in the stnte printing plant 
and in the number of books distribut­ 
ed free to the school children of the 
state. 


State Printer Friend W. Richardson 
says he is both pleased and surprised 
at the record the employees of the 
state printing plant have made, not­ 
withstanding the handicap of crowded 
quarters and insufficient 
machinery. 


Last 
month 
290,407 school 
books 
were shipped out to the school dis­ 
tricts of the state as against 63,638 
last year. The total number of books 
manufactured was 153,150, which fur 
exceeds all previous records. 
During 
the seven months this year 778,667 
books were distributed, while the aver 
-age number of books sold during the 
first 
seven months of the past 
four 
years was only 211,551. 


Richardson says: "The children of 
the primary and grammar schools nre 
being, well supplied with school books, 
and hundreds of children who form­ 
erly were 
unable to purchase books 
and new fully supplied. 
Under the 
free distribution plan all children are 
on an equality in the matter of books 
regnrdless of the financial standing of 
their parents."

Boiler-plate Is puncture 
proof, but 
letters formed of drilled holes a r e 
not 
plain at any distance 
away. 
Glass illuminated at night is 
hand­ 
some but also a beautiful target for 
the mischievous. 


The committee finally decided upon 
boiler-plate. 
There will be four of 
these, three by four feet. Two will 
be placed at the city limits, reading: 
"Speed Limit, 20 Miles Per Hour." 
At San Gabriel and Cerrltos they will 
read:
